She  wears  a  Hpotleb.;  white 
jacket,  with  tiHht-fitting  sleeves,  and  ^ver 
one  shou'.der  a  maize  colored  scarf  is 
thrown.  With  every  swaying  movemeiit 
of  her  lythe  limbs  the  gay  colors  of  her 
narrow  silk  petticoat  glance  and  play  in 
the  light  of  the  daring  torches.  When 
she  reaches  the  mat  that  serves  as  the 
family  seat  she  sits  smilingly  down  and 
leans  on  one  arm,  and  gradually  turns  the 
hand  round  inward  until  the  elbow  is 
bowed  outward  in  front.  The  general  im- 
pression is  one  of  supple  grace,  but  if  wo 
watch  this  girl  walking  through  the  village 
by  ordinary  daylight,  we  shall  see  that  she 
swings  lier  arms  backward  and  forward  in 
time  with  the  circling  sweep  of  her  ont- 
turned  feet.

In  the  evening,  when  tired,  but 
with  our  worries  behind  ub,  we  were  able 
to  enter  into  the  children's  play,  amused 
and  halt  understanding,  but  at  night  we 
leave  the  house  ard  everything  English  in 
it,  and,  sitting  in  the  midst  of  a  Burmese 
crowd,  are  able  to  understand  their  modes 
of  thought  and  their  standards  of  beauty.
